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Continuation of 5, does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Wallace et al. (US 
5,614,785) fails to disclose the step of forming a getter film on the faceplate, reciting only a getter material deposited on the substrate. 
This is not persuasive. 

As indicated on at least Applicant's claim 15, the faceplate refers to that plate of the flat panel display comprising a phosphor screen 
opposite the electron emitting elements (i.e. cathode); said faceplate faces the observer. Wallace teaches the formation of a getter film by 
vapor deposition on a substrate 10 which comprises a phosphor screen 24 opposing electron emitting elements 14, wherein this substrate 
is located towards the observer (see at least Fig. 1). Thus, the anode plate or substrate disclosed by Wallace is inherently a faceplate. 
Further, one having ordinary skills in the art recognizes that a faceplate is a substrate upon which an image is displayed. Accordingly, the 
substrate 10 of US V85 is necessarily a faceplate. 
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
